Directions to PCTF Meeting at Swanton Pacific Ranch 
 
Traveling north on Highway One from Santa Cruz you will reach the small town of 
Davenport after about 9 miles.  Stay on Hwy One through Davenport and travel about 
1.5 miles, you will see a sign for Swanton Road, turn right onto Swanton Road.  Stay on 
Swanton Road past the CDF Fire Station, which is on the right about 2.5 miles from Hwy 
One.  After passing the CDF Fire Station, turn right at the first driveway.  It is marked Old 
Schoolhouse Gulch Road.  Use caution on this road, it is a two-way but single lane!  
Travel up the driveway and take the first left to the Al Smith House. 
 
 
Traveling south on Highway One from Half Moon Bay, go past Año Nuevo State Park, 
Big Creek Sawmill and the first entry to Swanton Road, to the second entry to Swanton 
Road.  Be careful on the left turn, it is very sharp!  Once on Swanton Road, stay on 
Swanton Road past the CDF Fire Station, which is on the right about 2.5 miles from Hwy 
One.  After passing the CDF Fire Station, turn right at the first driveway.  It is marked Old 
Schoolhouse Gulch Road.  Use caution on this road, it is two-way but single lane!  
Travel up the driveway and take the first left to the Al Smith House.
